THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Orford in the 
County of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said Orford on Tuesday the 13th day of March next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing including one Selectman and one Trustee 
of Trust Funds. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriation of the same. 


3. To choose one Selectman, one Trustee of Trust 
Funds, and one Library Trustee for three years ensu- 
ing. 

4. To see if the town will vote to apply for State 
Aid in building and maintaining permanent highways; 
and what sums of money it will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for that purpose in addition to that required 
by law. 


5. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to insure Orford Bridge and other 
town property. 


6. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the use of electric lights. 


7. To see if the town will vote to dispense with 
the distribution of the inventory blanks until the sel- 
ectmen appraise the property. 


8. To see if the town will vote to instruct the sel- 
ectmen to hire money in anticipaton of taxes. 


9. To see if the town will vote to continue the 
work of eradicating Pine Blister Rust, and to raise and 
appropriate money for the same. 


10. To hear the Budget of the town and to raise 
and appropriate any money recommended therein, or 
to pass any vote relating thereto. 


11. To see if the town will vote to turn any un- 
expended balances of appropriations set aside for spec- 
ial purposes into the general funds of the town, or to 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


12. To see if the town will vote to buy a tractor, 
and to raise and appropriate money for the same. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate money for Orford Social. Library, and if so, 
what sums. 


14, To bring in your ballots upon each of the 
questions submitted by the Convention to ‘Revise the 
Constitution relative to amendments proposed by said 
Convention at a session held on February 16, 1923. 


15. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, or 
committees heretofore chosen and pass any vote relat- 
ing thereto; and to transact any other business that 
may properly come before said meeting.

Although the heavy rainfall in the latter part of 
June caused an overdraft in the various road main- 
tenance accounts, yet we were able to finish the year 
with a substantial increase in the surplus. 


For the first time in many years the town was 
not obliged to hire additional money, which saved con- 
siderable interest. And we are pleased to report that 
all outstanding notes of the town have been paid. 


The collector of taxes introduced a new system 
of duplicate reports to the treasurer which has greatly 
facilitated the settling of accounts at the end of the 
year. 


We wish to acknowledge the generous public spirit 
of Mr. Charles Mann in giving to the town the use of 
the spring at what is commonly called “The Waterbox”’ 
on the Orfordville road, provided the town ade the 
box in repair. 


While we believe in economy in expenditure, we 
wish to call the attention of the voters to the article 
in the Warrant in regard to the purchase of a tractor; 
and urge that each one get all the information pos- 
sible on the subject from the experience of towns that 
have used them; whether it is more economical than 
horses for highway maintenance. 


We would also call attention to the condition of 
the several cemeteries. ‘Many lots are uncared for by 
their owners; in other cases the relatives of the dead 
are unknown, and the stones have been allowed to fall 
or the surface of the lot to become uneven. All of 
which makes unsightly spots in the “city of the dead.”’ 


We would recommend an appropriation to care for 
these lots, where in many instances rest the remains of.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Orford: 


I have the pleasure to submit herewith my first 
_ report of the schools of Orford. I have found the 
schools in good condition and have tried to continue 
the work so well begun by your former superintendent. 


Of the seven teachers employed, five are new. I 
hope that another year we may retain the services of 
a greater number of our teachers, for it takes time 
for a teacher to become acquainted with pupils and 
conditions in a new school. Miss Verna Greenly, Miss 
Ruth Gove, Miss Doris Gardner, Miss Marion Donohue 
and Miss Mae Mackee attended the Summer sessions 
of six weeks at Keene or Plymouth Normal Schools. 
The courses offered at such schools are of great value 
to the teachers attending them, especially to those 
having experience but no normal training. 


No one realizes better than I that a superinten- 
dent’s first year in a district should be a time of getting 
acquainted rather than a period of radical changes. 
With this in mind, I have tried to make myself famil- 
iar with matters connected with schools and to follow 
as closely as possible the plans of my predecessor. Mr. 
Rhoades’ courtesy in making me acquainted with the 
schools was most helpful. 

I regret that more parents have not visited the 
schools. It should always be understood by them that 
they are most welcome at all times. A helpful spirit 
of cooperation would be warmly fostered if parents 
would know teachers better and talk with them more, 
for while laymens advice can not always be followed, it 
is best that a common understanding of purposes 
should exist. 

The attendance for the past year (1921-1922) 
averaged 92.9 per cent. This is almost exactly the 
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same as that of last year and little better than the 
average for the state, which is 92 per cent. 

The following pupils have had perfect attendance. 
for the year: Vera Learned, Paul Butman, Calvin 
Stetson, Alfred Hall. For two terms Malcom Bean has 
had perfect attendance; for one term Nera Bean, 
Phyllis Bean, Harold Bean, George Bean, Irene Mack, 
Maurice Chase, Stanley Chase, Victoria Downing, Rich- 
ard Butman, Loraine Russell, John Rowlson, Claude 
Sharps. | 

Miss Underhill is serving as school nurse. We note 
that parents are paying heed to the notices sent them 
regarding defects as is evidenced by the number of 
defects that have been corrected. If your child is 
backward in school, note carefully the report sent you 
by the nurse, and if defects are found by her have a 
careful examination by a physician and have the 
trouble removed if possible. No pupil can do the 
mental work of the school properly, if physically hand- 
icapped. 

I wish to thank those citizens as well as members 
of the School Board, who from time to time have given 
an appreciative word to teachers and myself. We are 
striving to give you good schools and need your sup- 
port.
